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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements filed 8/5/05 and 9/6/05 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1 .98(a)(1 ), which requires the following: (1 ) a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; (2) U.S. 
patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately from 
citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which the 
information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 49 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Speiss. 
The Speiss reference discloses a filling machine comprising a rotating platform 
25, an in-feed section (curved path which leads from conveyor belt to rotating portion of 
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machine) comprising in-feed elements (the walls of the in-feed section), and a filling 
turret 17 comprising filling elements 29 movable between a rest position and a filling 
position (see Figures 4 and 5). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-48 and 51 are allowed. 

Claim 50 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/5/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the filling elements are not movable from a rest 
position to a filling position before the containers are moved beyond in-feed guide 
elements. However, as shown in Figure 1 , as some containers are being moved 
beyond the in-feed guide elements, other containers further along the filling cycle are 
simultaneously being filled and thus some filling elements are simultaneously moving 
from a rest position to a filling position. Alternatively, movement of the filling elements 
from a rest position to a filling position could be construed as rotation from the in-feed 
area to an area further in the filling cycle, rather than the lifting of the filling elements as 
presently construed.
